AN EASTERN OPINION. 


W 


HILE some of the Republican papers in Ne- 
vada, in their partisan zeal to discredit the 


work of an opposition Congressman, are making 
feeble attempts to obstruct all practical projects for 
national aid to irrigation, a goodly portion of the 
eastern press is coining into line with favorable 
comments upon the proposition. The following is 
from the Montpeliei (Vermont) Argus: 


Friends of this plan say it is as justifiable for 


the government to irrigate valuable lands as for it 
to improve harbors and rivers. - One is for the ben- 
efit of commerce, the other agriculture. The argu- 
ments by which river and harbor legislation is justi- 
fied, they say, apply equally well to irrigation. If 
Congress refuses irrigation they say it should let 
the States and cities look after their own harbors 
and rivers. 


These are reasonable arguments. They show 


that there is an opporUicity for trading or for re- 
taliatory legislation. There is no special friend- 
ship for river and hzrbor legislation in the west 
where they want irrigatiou. Western members 
may say to those who want harbors dredped and 
channels made in their rivers, that they will vote 
for such legislation if the eastern members will vote 
for irrigation.

The farmer has the advan-

come nearer to accomplishment at the coming 
session than they ever have before. 


The subject is one of vast importance to a large 


section of the country. The States have interested 
themselves in it, and societies and individuals have 
been working in the matter for years. Irrigation 
congresses have been held and a concerted effort 
has been made to promote the project. The cost is 
not known; it can barely be estimated; but it will 
be extremely heavy. It will result in great benefit.

A FEW days ago The Journal made reference to 
•» the political situation in Cuba in connection 
with the first election campaign on that island, and 
the probability that it would not prove as harmon- 
ious as was at first expected, and the indications 
are that our prediction is more than verified. It is 
manifest that a great deal of hard feeling is devel- 
oping. 
While General Palma, who has long re- 


sided there, is the leading candidate,General \lasso 
has declared himself, and the following that he has 
developed has given the Palma managers no little 
concern. The Platt amendment seems to have been 
seized upon as the chief issue, and it would appear 
to clearly stand that it is the reef upon which 
Cuban harmony has been broken. It should have 
been foreseen that its arbitrary conditions would 
give it a serious wrench, more than the necessity 
for it demanded, if real friendship for a Cuban re- 
public was cherished. 
And, so, at the public meet- 


ings the Masso party is attacking that amendment 
as something that never should have been accepted, 
and consequently should in some way be over- 
thrown. The Palma followers are forced to ac- 
knowledge that it is something they did not want, 
and apologize for its effect, real and prospective, 
but further aigue that having been imposed it 
should be meekly borne. On the other hand, it is 
urged that meekness and servility have not been 
made a voluntary characteristic of the Cuban, and 
considering what he has passed through to main- 
tain such a stand, it is not the time to drop it now, 
when the demand comes from those professing real 
friendship. They can at least tear off that mask, if 
it is a mask; if it is not, then the real independence 
they seek, as it has been sought for years, is within 
their grasp. It may be too much to say that with- 
out the Platt amendment there would have been no 
real election contest in Cuba, but it is plain that it 
is the bone over which an earnest and even bitter 
fight is being made, with no one defending it. 


The one faction opposes it, while the others 


hold that it is a real necessity, and that its imposi- 
tion must be suffered.
